An Important Decision. 


Secretary Teller has rendered a ds- 


eision respecting the right of mill own- 
ers and residents upon mineral lands 
ot the United States to cut wood and tim- 
ber from such lands within the lines of 
mining claims regularly located and 
possessed under local lawsaud customs, 
and law* of the United States governing 
tte locating of such claims. The Sec- 
retary holds that locators of mining 
daims, so long n» they comply with the 
Jaw governing their possession, are in- 
fested by Cuugrfcas with exclusive right 
to the possess.on and enjoyment of all 
the 
surface 
included 
within 
the 


fines of their locations. 
This right 


amounts to property, and is capable of 
being enjoyed or transferred, sabject to 
all ordinary rules governing the enjoy- 
aient of all other property. It may 
•onsequently be protected in the Court, 
and it is the duty of the possessor to 
*are for his own if a trespass be at- 
lempted by strangers. The government 
iaving armed the locator with a com- 
plete graut of possession, he alone is 
aoneerned for its protection, and mky 
undoubtedly maintain a suit to that end; 
lot he can uo longer, after availing 
iimoolf of the exclusive right, ask the 
Government to oring action for what is 
.»o trespass, except against such indi- 
vidual right of possession.
